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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Figures 6-14 in the reply filed on 
November 16, 2005 is acknowledged. In light of further examination, an additional 
election of species requirement is set forth below. Examiner apologizes for the absence 
of the additional requirement in the previous correspondence. If Applicant desires an 
election of species by phone, Examiner encourages Applicant to do so, in order to 
expedite the examination.

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:

16-20). 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
